A POLITICAL AUTOPSY. 


Chairman Carter of tbe national Be- 


publican committee, has decided to 
bold an autopsy on the remains of the 
Republican party and ascertain if pos- 
sible what caused its demise last fall 
The inquest will be held at Louisville, 
Kentucky, next week. The jury will 
consist of members of the Bepublican 
national committee, or those of their 
number who can find it convenient to 
attend, and the experts and witnesses 
are officers of the Republican national 
league. It is expected that there will 
be a very large attendance, as four ex- 
offloio delegates, six delegates at largo 
from each state and territory, four del 
egaten from each congressional dis- 
trict and one delegate from each club 
are invited to be present. 


Chairman Carter, who went rainbow 


chasing into states which could not 
reasonably lie expected to give their 
electoral votes to Harrison, and who 
claims to have expended much of 
the fat fried out of manufacturers in 
those states, was accused by ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison of mismanagement and 
one of the objects of the inquest is to 
ascertain if the death of the party is to 
be attributed to Carter's malpractice. 
It is believed that nearly two thousand 
delegates from various parts of the 
states will be in attendance and thai 
the 
efforts 
of the political doc- 


tors will be directed, after the cause of 
death of the old Republican party is 
determined, to organize the party on a 
new basis. 


Speculation is rife as to the cause o: 


holding the autopsy on Kentucky soil 
as that state never gave an electoral 
vote to a Bepublican candidate for 
President. Probably it is intended to 
strengthen Secretary Carlisle with tin 
people of his state for adhering to the 
gold bag policy of the preceding admin 
istration and using the gold reserve in 
tbe treasury to cancel obligations 
which the law empowers him to redeem 
in silver. Kentucky, it will be remem 
bered, kept Beck, an, acknowledged sil 
rer champion, in the United States sen 
at s up to the time of his death, anc 
elected Carlisle, who was also a free 
coinage man, to succeed him 
As Car 


lisle, as secretary of the. treasury 
evinced for a while a disposition to us 
hi s discretionary power in favor of sil 
ver, but at the critical moment stood by 
the regulations of Harrison's adminis 
tration to pay out gold exclusively 
though in doing so he had to encroach 
on the reserve fund, goldbugs,whethe 
they call themselves Republicans o 
Democrats, feel under obligations t 
him, aad as a tokeu of appreciation o 
his services, the great crowd which 
to assemble at the inquiry into th 
cause of the defeat of one of the gold 
bug parties, has been summoned to as 
semble in Mr. Carlisle's state. 


What the poli< y of the reconstructec 


Republican party will be cannot yet b 
sjrmisad. It is not likely that it wil 
take a different 
view of the silve 


question 
from o majority of the oli 


party Possibly it may abandon th 
so-called protective principle and de 
olare for a tariff for revenue only ani 
repudiate the doctrine of taxing th 
masses for the benefit of the favorec 
few.

THE NATCBE OF MONET. 


I will first, with^yon, consider the 


nature of money We have found no 
people on earth that did not have 
some kind of money and language. No 
civilization can' commerce without 
some kind of language. No man can 
ivilize himself who .goes alone to pro- 
vide himself with, the necessaries of 
ife. 
Language and money are of no 


use in isolation, absolutely necessary 
n community. Yon must have a medium 
if exchange. It is a necessity of civil- 
zation. The baser metals 
become 


without value owing to then1 quality. 
jimitization of quantity and desire to 
lave forms the causes of value. I 
have seen values by these causes 
hange twenty times in a day. By 
whtit instrumentality is value of money 
o be determined ? By the law of sup- 
>ly and demand. The demand for 
money is always the maximum. All 
hings are seeking exchange for money. 
rloney has a fixed demand. But the 
lemand for property is not universal. 
Therefore such articles fluctuate in 
value, while the demand for money it 
permanent. The money supply and de- 
mand are on one side and the property 
inpply and demand is on the other, 
hus determining values. Is gold per- 
'orming this function f Gold has gone 
up 50 per cent because its volume has 
owered. 
In early days the value of money 


was regulated by the demand of gold 
and silver. The speaker showed by 
rhe experiences of ancient civilization 
that when they had money they were 
irosperous, When their mines gave 
out they went into barbarism, and 
briefly touched upon each nation that 
'urnished an example of the assertion. 


Especially did he dwell on the his- 


;ory of the Romans in this respect, 
making striking illusions of the fact 
hat with money there was power, bat 
;hat when limiting the coinage and ab- 
andoning the standards of money em- 
pires fell. 


In the beginning of the fifteenth cen- 


tury gold and silver were discovered 
in South America. 
Spain took it 


Thirty years after money poured into 
Europe, Intellects grew. A Luther 
arose. He would visit Borne and the 
result is known, 


THE EFFECT OF MONET. 


The money of Spain diffused through 


Europe and the,, result was that great 
uprising throwing off the yoke of ty- 
ranny. For three hundred years civil 
ization grew and grew. The landhold- 
ers of England in the early part of the 
eighteenth century had grown from 30,' 
000 to 100,000. The yoemanry of Eng- 
land was established and it was that 
that made us free men. Tt was the 
men who were made free by the 
diffusion of the gold and silver brought 
from the new world. 


When the Napoleonic wars arose 


paper money was issued in excess. The 
resumption of specie was the rehabilia- 
ment of the aristocracy. Contraction 
of money followed the act of resump- 
tion of 1816 and the land holders in 
England were again reduced to 30,000. 
Uprisings 
occurred, soldiers were 


called out but is was thought best to 
;urn out a little money and establish 
'actories and see what that would do 
and this diverted the crisis. 


Money that need not be redeemed 


can only be made of the precious met- 
als. It Is true that 96 per cent of the 
circulation is paper and notes but they 
are all promises to pay in metal. 


In 1848 there was less gold and sil 


verthan in 1800 and depressions oc 
ourred. 


From 1810 to 1850 pieces of property 


Fell 60 per cent, and wages went down 
with them. I remember that period. 
1 know the price of labor then. I was 
glad to get $8 a month and everything 
accordingly. 
Prices were low, times 


were hard and money was scarce. But 
we were better off than Europe. Then 
came the marvelous discovery of gold 
here and in Australia, something that 
had not been found in 2,000 years. But 
the boon came. What effect did it 
have? From 1810 to 1840 the produc- 
tion of precious metals was $40,000,000 
annually. In one single year after the 
discovery of gold $200,000,000 was added. 
The world advanced more in the follow- 
ing twenty-three years than in any pre- 
vious centuries. All agricultural ma- 
chinery was invented then. The ener- 
gies of man were stimulated physically 
and morally. It was a w onderf ul awak- 
ening of man. 


Now,1 after thirty-three years of un- 


paralled prosperity wages rose, doub- 
led and even quadrupled. Prosperity 
rose. But what baa since occured? 
Conditions have changed. The pio- 
neers of the west had discovered depos- 
its of gold and silver that promised 
continued prosperity to the people. 
The great Oomstock was discovered and 
then it became established that silver 
should be the mainstay of the people. 


DEMONETIZATION NO NEW THING. 


Before that time, the bankers of Eu- 


rope attempted to juggle the currency 
of the world. The demonetization of 
silver is no new thing. Years ago when 
the capitalists were afraid gold would 
flood the country, De Qnincy took an 
extra dose of opium and whisky and 
wrote a savage brochure, lamenting the 
gnat influx of gold from Australia. 


But the English capitalists after an ex- 
amination of the gold fields concluded 
that the supply of gold would soon be 
exhausted and did not demonetize gold. 
Other countries joined in the scheme to 
demonetize gold because they tEought 
gold the most plentiful metal In 1865 
France wanted to unify the currency of 
Europeaswell asweightsand measures, 
and the result was the formation of the 
Latin union and making the franc the 
unit of value. In 1867 came another 
council to unify weights and measures. 
No intimation was given that the cur- 
rency question was to be touched. At 
that time Senator Sherman went to 
England and wrote a letter to Mr. Bug- 
gies, the American representation at 
the council, recommending a gold 
standard of money. The council fol- 
lowed this advice and gold became the 
standard of money in the Latin Union. 
Cn 1868 Senator Sherman introduced a 
bill in congress to make a single stand- 
ard. A small minority" report was filed 
by a senator who saw the nefarious 
scheme which killed the bill, Sherman 
not daring to call up his bill, because 
ae knew the effect of it would be to kill 
silver, a result which he desired but 
which could not be secured openly.' 


WHfiN THE DAMAGE WAS DONE 


In 1870 Sherman offered a bill to^od. 


if y the mint law. There was where the 
damage was done,and no one suspected 
it. The bill was an innocent looking 
one, but it had in it the serpent which 
jtung silver to death. No discussion 
was had on the chief point. It passed 
in January, 187a The 16th amend- 
ment to the bill, which was'the one de- 
monetizing silver, was for some unex- 
plained reason skipped by the read- 
ing clerk and that amendment was never 
roted up on and never adopted in reality. 
.That is the way silver was "demonetized 
—it was done on the outside, by a trick. 
Ct was a fraud perpetrated upon the 
American people and Mr. Sherman has 
never explained why he stooped to the 
fraud. 


The fraud was not known until 1875, 


when Jhe Latin union stopped silver 
coinage and silver dropped. 
Then 


came the- investigation which revealed 
chese facts. 


Then it was found that the money 


supply of the country was cut down 
one half with all its attendant evils. 
Jold immediately appreciated 50 per 
cent, and the prices of products grad- 
aally decreased to the same extent, and 
aot only did the price of products de- 
crease but the price of labor also. 


With the gold standard, values are 


constantly changing, making one of the 
greatest evils of a country, an unstable 
jurrenoy. When gold and silver were 
ooth standard, values were firm and 
the changes from year to year were 
very slight. But the gold bugs of the 
east dodge this condition of affairs and 
instead of trying to meet it with argu- 
ment, come back with a cry that the- 
silver barons are robbing the people, 
They (the gold bugs) have systemmati- 
cally robbed the pioneers and hardy 
miners of the west who have created 
their wealth and to cover up then- guilt 
cry out that the silver barons are at- 
tempting to rob the Rothschilds of the 
world. The Rothschilds will take care 
of themselves. Even in England the 
gold standard has depreciated the value 
of wages fully 50 per cent, in the last 
twenty years and the value of farm 
land has also fallen the same amount. 
The effect wasjiot long in reaching 
this country as it is now felt in ruinous 
intensity in the agricultural districts 
of the west, where the farmer sells his 
produce for CO cts. on the dollar and pays 
100 cents on the dollar on his mortgage- 
held by a gold bug hi the east, who has 
held to put him in bondage. In man- 
ufacturing regions the same reduction 
has come in wages and we see the em- 
ployers calling out to the government 
for protection from the men whose 
wages are reduced to meet the reduc- 
tion in prices which has followed the 
demand of the Bothscbilds for the de- 
monetization of silver. 


NOT ENOUGH MONET. 


The trouble is there is not enough 


money to do business on—not enough 
money to go around and consequently 
the failures come. Look at the failures 
ui the east, the recent closing of the 
steel works at Pittsburg, and the fail- 
ures yesterday in Sioux City, All 
these come of the scarcity of money, 
the contraction 
of the 
currency, 


which also so greatly deprecited ma- 
terial values. 


There are only two precious metals 


which are hi general use as money met' 
als or which can be used as money, 
silver and gold. Take away the silver 
money from the currency and there if 
not enough gold to supply the demand 
of trade. There is not enough gold in 
the-world to perform the office of money 
and not enough gold mined to do so. 
In 1860 81 per cent, of the gold mined 
was coined into money, while now only 
28 per cent, is coined, the balance being 
used as a commodity. Hence it can be 
seen that by the demonetization of sil- 
ver they have taken from us the greater 
part of our currency, with no source of 
supply from which to draw sufficient to 
meet our demands. And now these 
goldbugs add insult to injury by pro- 
posing to repeal the Sherman act of

silver per month; to be coined as the 
necessities of trade require. This they 
call honesty, good government and a 
sound financial policy. That is what 
we have to fight, 


There is only one standard of money 


values and that is coin—either gold or 
silver. According to the antiquarian 
rejgarohes of Max Mueller the ratio of 
gold and silver as money np to 1873 had 
only varied three pointsln 8,000 years, 
but since 1873 gold has taken an un- 
natural appreciation while silver has. 
been classed as a simple commodity 
such as wheat or coal, to be bought by 
the ounce by money of a gold standard. 
The government cannot regulate or 
make values, but it can ssy how much 
metal shall be a representative of cer- 
tain value. And hi the ratio of value 
established between gold and silver ae 
coin metals the mark was- fixed where 
the ratio had been for 8,000 years. Dur- 
ing the years previous to 1878 the ratio 
of production of silver and gold was 
about .44 to 1. Since 1873 the produc- 
tion of silver has fallen off until it is 
about equal to that of gold, in other 
words a great industry has been de- 
stroyed. 


The senator was interrupted-two or 


three times by questions, but the sen- 
ator answered them quickly, and pro- 
ceeded with the thread of his argu- 
ment. 


A HTPOCBITIOAL WHINE. 


The senator referred to the cry about 


the 65-cent silver dollar, and said that 
the cry is a fraud. There are only about 
4,600,000 ounces, of silver bullion in 
this country, and that, of course, the 
holders of this bullion would reap some 
small benefit. But there are in circu- 
lation now 4,500,000 of silver dollars, 
and if these were to be recoined what 
would be the result? It would con- 
tract the currency 1,620,000 of dollars 
which would either have to be loss sus- 
tained by the holders or be made up by 
the government by taxation. 


Brit, say the goldbugs, it will help 


the miners, and they cry against the in- 
justice of helping the miner. But why 
is it unjust? He was the man who 
pioneered the way into and across these 
trackless wilds and toiled and labored 
through hardship and privation to ob- 
tain that which had been money for 
more than 3,000 years. At the time 
when the miner opened these mines, 
and delved for the precious mineral, 
silver was of a certain settled value as 
money and since then he has been 
sacrificed to the avarice of the Roths- 
childs, his investments destroyed and 
depreciated 
He has ceased to be re- 


garded as a benefactor of the people. 
Jhe demonetization of silver was a 
breach of faith with man who had made 
these investments of money and time 
and labor and a crime against him. 


MINERS SAVED THE CODNTBY. 


"I remember," said Senator Stewart, 


"what Abraham Lincoln said to me 
when I was introduced to him. He 
reached out to me and said: 'So you 
are from the mining country. I have 
regard for these miners (or they have 
saved the country, because they'fur- 
nished'the gold and silver which gave 
us a credit without which we could not 
have carried on the war and the Union 
would have been lost'" 
Now these 


goldbugs sneer at us, and because, w.e< 
want justice and equity they accuse us 
of robbing the people. What we want 
is that the great wrong of '73 be righted 
and that the Nation be restored to its 
former prosperity, 


The senator then discussed from a 


silver standpoint the policy of the 
secretary of the treasury, as announced, 
that of issuing bonds, when the vaults 
of the treasury are full of gold and sil- 
ver, 
for the purpose of redeeming 


greenbacks. He referred to the bonds 
issued by eastern countries, through 
which they have gone into slavery to 
the Bethschilds. The gold kings own 
the banks and merchants and news- 
papers, and through them congress. 
They stand in their palaces and de- 
mand their pound ojt flesh. Let usde 
throne these gold kings and strike for 
liberty... 


The senator made a forcible speech, 


argumentative, but at the same tune, 
eloquent, and was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause. Numbers of times 
the applause was deafening andconth* 
ued for several moments. At the close 
the applause, which fairly shook the 
building, was followed 
cheers for the "Champion defender of 
silver." 


During his address Colonel Irish said 


that there had been coined in eighty- 
four years 8,000,000 silver dollars. Sen. 


ator Stewart in speaking said that $160,- 
000,000 had been coined. 
After the 


close of Senator Stewart's address Col. 
Irish called attention to the apparent 
difference in the statements and said 
that both were,correct—that 8,000,000 
silver dollar pieces had been coined 
while Senator Stewart said that $160,- 
000,000 of silver hadbeen coined.
